in> the ““entente cordiale.” Althoogh each 
nationality pill probably ‘alway  ifetain ° its 
own characteristics it might be péssible te 
break down in some measure the old ingrained 
idea that the Hoglish, so to-spéak, stand and 
always wish to stand alone. 

In sport, in which the English have oortein: 
ly taken the lead, there hag been a tendency 
of late for other. nationalities to take more 
than a passing intereat. The impetis given to 
international ‘sports by» the success, of:the 
Olympic Games at Athens, largely ‘throngh 
the efforts of the King of Greece, backed up by 
our own King Edward VII., has not passed: 
unnoticed in Egypt. Alsothe natives have 
taken to some of our gamer, and have already 
acquired some proficiency in one form of 
aport'at least,—football.° The present Governor 
of Alexandria, Ibady Pacha, did mach whilst 
at Port Said to’ encourage this game among 
the natives. Many .a hard-fought game the 
pupils of the Arab School put up against the 
English, Maltese; and other teams there. It 
was soon noticed thitfor ifdividaal play many 
of the natives were’ man for man’ the equals 
and often the superiors of their Opponents?

MUKHTAR PACHA’S SUCCESSOR. | EGYPT'S DEVELOPMENT. 


AHMED DJELALEDDIN PACHA. |BISHOP POTTBR. PRAISES BRITISH 
ges RULE. 


One of our contemporaries publishes a letter 
in its last issue stating, in a tone of great 
assarance, that the Ottoman Government is 
highly displeased with the conduct of ‘Mukhtar 
Pachs, and that it is only awaiting a favour- 
able moment to recall the Ghazi. The letter 
goes on tosay that General Ahmed Djelaled- 
din Pacha—who it will be remembered took 
refuge in Egypt two years ago, fleeing from 
Constantinople, where: he was occupying the 
high but evidently unsafe post of chief of the 
Sultan’s secret police—will be appointed suc- 
cessor to Mukhtar Pacha. 

We are in @ ‘position to atate that Ahmed 
Djelaleddin Pastia ‘was approached by the 
Sultan five or six months ago with the object of 
finding out whether he would accept the post 
in question, but evidently an understanding 
could not be reached in this respect between 
Abdal Hamid and his rebellious .anbject. ° 

Since then, and up toa very resent date, a 
regular state of hostilities has existed between 
former master and servant. Whether the 
Saltan has again extended the olive branch 
in the shape of a: renewal of his former offer 
to Ahmed Djelaleddin Pacha, of whom he 
atands in dread for many reasons, and whether 
the Pacha is disposed to come to terms with 
him on the basis in’ question—which would 
surprise us—we do not know. What we do 
know, however, is that the poat of Ottoman 
High Commissioner ceased to exist in tha 
eyes cf the British and Egyptian Govarnments 
from the day that Sir H. Drammond Wolff 
left Egypt asa result of the breakdown of 
the convention which Great Britain sought to 
conclade with Tarkey througlvhis intermediary 
for the settlement of the Egyptian Question. 

The Sultan may appoint a successor to 
Makhtar Pasha, and call him also High Com- 
missioner, spending even more of Tarkey’s 
money than heretofore on his salary,, bat who- 
ever the gentleman may be he will not be 
recognized in/the above capacity by the Anglo- 
Egyptian authorities any more than’ Mukhtar 
Pacha has been.* : 


Bishop Potter, of New York, was a few days 
azo the guest of “The Pilgrims” at a dinner 
given at. the Hotel Cecil, London. In reply to 
the toast of ‘The Pilgrims of America and Oar 
Goest,” proposed by the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, Bishop Potter, who is President of the 
Pilgrims in America, referred to the fact that 
he had spent the winter in Egypt. He said that 
after witnessing what Great Britain had 
done in this country, he did not know whether 
it would be any comfort for them to know 
that the American Eagle. was going about 
the streets. with its tail betwéen its legs. 
He was in Egypt. 30 years ago, and he had 
to confess that such a transformation had 
come to pass that that once dark land was now 
completely changed. The characteristic that 
strack him in Egypt was the triumphant 
and splendid illustration, which the English 
had given not so much.of sympathy as of 
justice. The rule of former great empires had 
been based first upon force, then upon what 
he should call bluster or menace, then upon 
chicanery, nowadays called diplomacy ; but 
thé thing that had made England great wher- 
ever she had ruled and colonised was not 
force or diplomacy, it was Jastice. It was 
the adherence of the individual to his word 
aod the maintenance of integrity in ordi- 
nary transactions. He believed profoundly that 
the fatufe destiny of the haman race was 
in® the hands of Anglo-Saxon civilization. 

In the course of an interview with a 
“Tribune” correspondent, Bishop Potter said: 
“I have jast teturned from Egypt, where you 
have been doing the best bit of work in your 
history. The thing which impressed me was 
that the British officer is as a rale incor- 
ruptible. You cannot buy him. The desire to 
make money is not one of those things which 
prompts him to do his daty. 'That is a product 
of his nuttare in the Charch of England.”

NOVEL ENTERPRISE. 


Mr. Brian Bellasia and Mr. Lionel Cooke are 
organising in London an expetlition, which 
is being |supported by a number of important 
companigs, the object of which is to obtain 
bioscopig, records of the “scenery along the 
route of/the Cape to Cairo Railway. 

In -afidition to folfilling the commercial 
mission which is the main purpose in view, 
the expedition will, at the request of the 
Zoological Society, endeavour to get specimens 
of rap6 animals. 

Rthnological interests will be subserved by 
obtaining phonographic records of the dialects 
of various native races. 

When Broken Hill, the terminus of the 
southern section of the railway, is reached, 
the real difficulty of the expedition will begin. 
For many months but s gtéss can be 
made, with the aid of native bearers, and 
when the northorn Bhores of Lake Victoria 
Nyanza are: reached the presence of hostile 
natives and the extreme danger from fever 
will render the journey :somewhat precarious.

From Abyssinia the expedition will strike 
back to the Nile, and proceed by steamer and 
rail to Cairo.

SUEZ CANAL REVENUE,

The report to be presented to the general 
meeting of shareholders of the Suez Canal 
Company fixed for to-morrow shows that the 
receipts from the traffic through the Canal ia 
| 1905 were about 2,100,000fr. less than in Yhe 
preceding year. Considering,. however, that 
the year 1904 was one of the most favourable 
which the company has had to record, the 
results of tha ‘last financial year, says the 
report, may be considered entirely satisfactory, 
and will» permit of the dividend being 
maintained at 141fr. net and the sam of 
3,000,000fr. being added to the special reserve 
fond. 

The total receipts for 1905 amotnted to 
117,308,196fr., and the expenditure to 
40,984,184fr. Daring the year’4,116 ships, 
representing a tonnage of 13,134,105 tons, 
passed through the Canal, being a decrease 
of 121 ships and 267,730 tons, as compared 
with 1904. The .report goes on to say.that, 
despite the increase in the dimensions of the 
ships using the Canal, navigation, owing to 
the works carried out, has b3en rendered both 
safer and easier, as evidenced by thé decrease 
in the number of ships going ashore. Power is 
asked to increase from 25,000,000fr. to 
50,000,000fr. the loan, of which the share- 
holders authorised the conclusion in 19¢1 to 
meet-the cost of improvements,- although the 
directors have hitherto not availed themselves 
oftheir authority. :

“A Lover of Trees” ( Cairo ) writes aa 
follows :— 2 
I shail be glad of aspace in your colomna 
in behalf of the trees. Avenue trees in Cairo 
are & loxury and avery year become more 
preciour, as the buildings increase, and éach 
tree oughts to ba cherished and given as 
fair a chance as possible. This I think is not 
done, and probably throngh ignorance, the 
trees are year by year ill-treated. New houses 
are built and the trees are surrounded with 
lime and stones, and die, or take their 
Chante as it may be. Bat the principal evil 
is the stapid way the trees are chopped and | 
destroyed each year at this season. The men 
and long ladders arrive, and all the lower 
branches are sawn, or torn off, and every: 
bit of green, until the tree is bare, its branches 
bereft of all that make them , usefal,- and 
beautiful, and it becomes an eyesore, The 
shade we all long for the trea cannot give, 
all the lower branches are gone and the upper 
ones are thin and bare. Go to Ghezireh: or 
the Pyramid road and cast your eye.on the 
trees there. Tall lanky stalks, towering to the - 
sky, bare agly branches with all the nataral . 
clothing in the way of green cat from them, 
and the shelter from the sun they are in- 
tended to giva does not exist. The trees 
look- quite indecent, and ashamed of them- 
selves. ne ai 
The Arabs who skin the trees neither know 
or care what they do, bat think they ‘must 
take off as much as possible, and leave as 
little (possibly they are interested in the, 
selling of the wood, or have it as a back- 
sheesh ! ! 7). oe 
There shonld be someone in authority over 
these men, someone, | mean, who has a little 
knowledge, andjadgment, about the pruning 
and cutting of trees, cutting out the dead 
wood, and leaving the youfig, taking away any 
branches that interfere with wires, or windows, 
yot leaving the tree bushy and thick over the 
roads ; at present it is apparently left entirely 
to the Arabs, who have orders to cut, and cut 
they do ; voild tout, and it will soon be, as far 
as the ‘trees are concerned “Niente, Nade, 
Nichts, Rien, Nothing whatever.” -{ know one 
of these Lebbek tree’, which has never been 
cut,—it is beautiful ! It has never had @ Worm - 
in its bark, and its branches do, not seem to 
break off like the chopped trees do. . I have an 
idea that the worms that destroy these trees 
would not get into them if they were allowed 
a more natural growth and to shelter their 
own stems.

which they had passed. Nor can we doubt 
thatthe cruel experience which has befallen 
them on the threshold of their wedded life 
will bnt serve to draw the Royal pair more 
closely together, and to excite alike in the 
young King’s chivalrous nature a determina- 
tion to obliterate, by every means in his power, 
from his Qaeen’s remembrance the scene which 
she was yesterday compelled to witness. In 
that endeavour he will be eagerly and 
enthusiastically seconded by the people which 
is now hers no leas than his, and whose pas- 
sionate auger and grief at what has happened 
will command the ready sympathy of the 
nation, to which bat yesterday Princess Ena 
belonged. (‘“I'imes.”’)
